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CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY -MAY  1955 
Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  the  first  5  months 
of  1955  totaled  approximately  10,2  billion  dollars,  3  percent  less 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1954.  The  total  volume  of  farm 
marketings  was  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  but  prices  of 
farm  products  averaged  5  percent  lower.  Prices  paid  by  farmers 
for  items  used  in  production,  including  interest,  taxes,  and  farm 
wage  rates,  averaged  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  During  May, 
cash  receipts  were  only  slightly  under  the  same  month  of  1954. 

The  decline  in  total  cash  receipts  so  far  this  year  was  due  to 
reductions  in  the  livestock  group.  Total  crop  receipts  were  up  a 
little  from  last  year.  Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  during  the  5 -month  period  were  around  6.5  billion  dollars, 
down  7  percent  from  the  year -ago  level.  The  biggest  decline  was 
in  cash  receipts  from  hogs,  for  which  prices  averaged  more  than 
30  percent  lower  than  in  the  first  5  months  of  last  year.  Cash  re- 
ceipts from  eggs  in  the  first  2  months,  and  from  cattle  and  calves 
also  were  lower. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  came  to  approximately  3,7  billion  dol- 
lars by  the  end  of  May  this  year,  about  4  percent  more  than  in  the 
year-earlier  period.  The  largest  increases  were  in  receipts  from 
soybeans  and  potatoes.

Detailed  estimates  of  cash  receipts  by  States  and  com- 
modity groups  in  March  and  April  are  in  tables  2,  Ii,  and  5« 
The  estinete  of  total  cash  receipts  for  March  is  #1,898,000,000. 
In  round  figures,  the  total  for  April  is  almost  2,0  billion  dol- 
lars, h  percent  above  a  year  earlier,  including  1.3  billions  of 
cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  and  close  to  0,7  bil- 
lion dollars  from  crops. 
Cash  receipts  in  May 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  total  cash  receipts  from 
fern  marketings  in  May  is  1,9  billion  dollars,  only  2  percent 
imder  May  of  last  year.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products 
were  approximately  l,h  billion  dollars,  up  about  k  percent  from 
April  because  of  a  seasonal  increase  in  dairy  receipts,  but 
about  k  percent  below  a  year  ago,  mostly  because  of  lower  re- 
ceipts from  hogs.    Cash  receipte  from  crops  were  approximately 
0,5  billion  dollars  in  May,  down  some  from  the  previous  month 
but  nearly  the  same  as  in  May  195ii«>    Cash  receipts  from  potatoes 
and  truck  crops  were  larger  than  last  jrear,  but  those  from  wheat 
were  lower, 

QUARTERLT  ESTIMATES  OF  FARM  INCOME 
Farmers'  realized  net  income  was  at  an  annml  rate  of 
11.9  billion  dollars  in  the  first  quarter  of  1955  (table  l)» 
This  seasonylly  adjusted  estimate  is  xinchanged  from  that 
published  in  the  previous  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation,

As  noted  in  the  previous  issue,  the  increase  in  realized 
net  income  from  an  annual  rate  of  11.1  billion  dollars  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  195U  to  11.9  billion  dollars  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1955  was  due  almost  entirely  to  a  large  volume  of  crops 
going  under  CCC  loan  and  a  consequently  larger-than-seasonal 
rate  of  marketings  in  the  first  quarter.    Prices  paid  by 
farmers  for  production  items  declined  slightly  in  April  and 
May,  so  that  the  annual  rate  of  prodiiction  expenses  may  drop 
off  a  little  from  the  first  quarter  to  the  second  quarter. 
Cash  receipts  are  being  sustained  in  the  second  quarter  by  large 
deliveries  of  crops  to  the  Government  under  the  Purchase  Agree- 
ment program.    But  even  so,  gross  income  on  a  seasonally  adjusted 
basis  will  probably  be  dovm  more  than  expenses,  and  realized  net 
income  in  the  second  quarter  may  decline  to  an  annual  rate  of 
approximately  11.6  billion  dollars.
